Alberta pork on the barbecue

ALBERTA, PORK ON THE 
BARBECUE 

If you've never tried pork 
on the barbecue, you’re mis- 
sing a real treat, Pork is 
tailormade for outdoor cook- 
ing as most pork cuts are 
tender and ideal for barbe- 
cuing. 

Pork chops, spareribs, 
ham steaks and kabobs are 
the most popular cuts for 
grill barbecuing, Boneless 
ham and fresh pork loins 
may be cooked onthe rotiss- 
erie, 

For barbecuing pork chops 
have the butcher cut one inch 
loin or rib chops and trim 
them well, Dripping fat 
causes excessive smoking, 
Snip the fat edges of the 
chops to prevent curling. 

PORK CHOPS that have 
been marinated in seasoned 
oil and vinegar before cook- 
ing are delicious and more 
tender and moist, If a sauce 
is used, brush it on during 
the last few minutes of cook- 
ing so that it will not burn, 
Cooking time: 15 to 20 min- 
utes per side depending on 
the thickness, 

SPARERIBS should be 
cooked flat, rotating them in 
a split-basket, or threading 
them in and out like an acce 
ordion on an oiled spit-skew- 
er, You can shorten barbe- 
cuing time by precooking 
the spareribs in the oven 
earlier in the day, This also 
helps to prevent the ribs 
from becoming too dry and 
scorched, Cooking time: | «

less for the precooked ones,

Stocking your Freezer 


By Pat Prymak 
District Home Economist. 


IT’S STOCK TAKING TIME 
FOR YOUR FREEZER 


Do you keep an inventory 
of the contents of your free- 
zer? It’s really a good idea 
to keep a simple list taped 
nearby or inside your freeze 
er to record the item and 
date it was frozen, As you 
remove each article, check 
it off the list, Knowing what 
is on hand helps you plan 
more interesting meals and 
insures that food is used 
within maximum storage 
limits, 

Now is the time to check 
your freezer and see what 
should beused within the next 
few weeks, It is nearly time 
to defrost, clean and organ- 
ize the freezer for another 
season's crop of fresh fruits 
and vegetables. 

The quality of food deter- 
jorates if it is kept in the 
freezer too long. The foll- 
owing is a list of recomme 
ended lengths of storage for 
various food types (when 
stored at 0 F), 

Fruits and vegetables - 
10 to 12 months; Beef, poul- 
try, veal venison - 9 = 12 
months; Fisk - 6 months; 
Pork - 5 months; Ground 
Beef - 4 months; Ham and 
bacon - 4 months; Cooked 
meats, soups, stews, main 
dishes - 4 months; Baked 
goods (cakes, biscuits, muf- 
fins, rolls) ~ 1 to 3 months, 

Freezing Fact - Vege~ 
table gardens and berry 
bushes are quite popular now 
a-days to help out the fam- 
ily’s food budget. And today, 
the home freezer is becom-

VEGETABLES; 

Use recommended variet- 
les -= all varieties do not 
freeze well, 

Young, tender and fresh 
vegetables are best for 
freezing. 

Pick only what you can 
prepare and freeze in one 
day. Speed in handling from 
garden to freezer is ime 
portant, 

Vegetables (except green 
peppers and onions) must 
be blanched before freez- 
ing, to inactivate the enzy- 
mes present, If this is not 

done vegetables will develop 
off-flavors, changes incolor 
and toughen, A small amount 
of vegetables at one time 
should be plunged in boiling 
water for a specified time, 


then cooled rapidly in ice 
cold water, The length of 
time for blanching varies 
for each vegetable, so foll- 
ow recommended times ac- 
curately, 

Package immediately 
after cold. Dry pack is ree 
commended for ease in free- 
zing and serving. 

Leave 1/2 inch headspace 
except for asparagus, bro- 
ecoli, brussel sprouts, caul- 
iflower which do not require 
headspace, 

Quick freeze packages by 
placing along walls of chest 
freezer or next to freezer 
coils in an upright freezer, 
Store at 0°F or lower, 

If water in which vege- 
tables are blanched is high- 
ly alkaline, the product may 
develop an off-flavor or be= 
some soft. To prevent, add 
a slice of tart applie or a 
few drops of vinegar to the 
boiling water,

for rapeseed 


The outlook for increas- 
ing rapeseed markets is 
bright for the next decade, 
but not. for flaxseed, Two 
articles in the Canadian 
Farm Economics state that 
the demand for Canadian 
rapeseed will expand stead- 
ily during the next 10 years, 
but the demand for flaxseed 
products will shrink, 


The increasing demand for 
rapeseed hinges on continued 
development of improved 
varieties and processing 
techniques to make the oil 
fully interchangeable with 
other plant-produced oils 
and the meal acceptable as 
both livestock feed and as 
the basis for synthetic foods, 

Japan, Canada’s biggest 


rape customer, will likely 
continue to depend on Cana- 
da for increasing imports. 
The Japanese market could 
Strengthen if, as appears 
possible, the Japanese drop 
their import quota and re= 
duce tariff restrictions a- 
gainst Canadian rapeseed. 
There is also a market 
potential for rapeseed along 
the Pacific rim in such coun- 
tries as the Phillipines, 
Malaysia and Hong Kong, 
Unlike rapeseed, the mar- 
ket for flax in many count- 
ries is shrinking, Flaxseed’s 
biggest market is inthe form 
of linseed ofl, and demand 
is decreasing for linseed oil 
in the manufacture of paints, 
varnish and linolewns.

Mr, Jim Kilshaw, long-time resident of the Blooms- 
bury-Barrhead area is seen above with Ray Field, of 
Big Iron Drilling Ltd,, admiring a stream of crystal 
clear water being pumped from his recently drilled 
water well, Mr, Kilshaw started his search for water 
in the early winter of 1942 butitwas not until the fall of 
1968 that Big Iron Drilling achieved success with one of 
their Cable Tool drilling machines. Big Iron drilled 
the well in the middle of the yeard, only feet away from 
the other unsuccessful wells, ‘I had two rotary wells 
as deep as 235’, three punched wells up to 410’ deep 
and seven bored wells, but none were satisfactory’’ 
sald Mr, Kilshaw. “They were either dry holes or they 
sanded off over a short period oftime, I had heard such 
favorable reports of Big Iron Drilling’s Cable Tool 
method, that I decided to give it another try, I knew as 
soon as they started to drill that this was the proper way 
to drill a water well, A cable tool machine can quite 
easily control top sand formations and because water is 
not circulated it was very obvious they would not by-pass 
water as I suspected had happened in my other wells.

The capacity of the 150 ft, well is 41/2 gallons per 
minute and the submersible pump installed in the well 
produces 12 gallons per minute, Because Big Iron supp= 
lied a pitless adaptor, no well pit or heated building was 
necessary, 

Mr, Field commented that Mr, Kilshaw must be a very 
determined man to have taken another chance after so 
many setbacks, ‘‘I wish that Biglron had been around in 
1942,’’ said Mr, Kilshaw. “Their method of drilling is 
surely the best and most economical way to drill a 
water well,”

The following is a brief 
presented by the St, Albert 
and District Fish and Game 
Association before a public 
hearing into Bill 106, ‘‘An 
Act Respecting Wilderness 
Areas,’' 

The hearing board, made 
up of representatives of the 
departments of lands and 
forests and mines and min« 
erals, received 28 briefs 
during the hearings held in 
the Jubilee Auditorium last 
v eek, 

President Don Hayden of 
the local branch of the ass- 

ciation reports that there 
ire close to 300 members 
and that the local association 
is one of 23 branches in 
Alberta. 

Of particular concern to 
the local branch, says Mr, 
Hayden, is the land sale in 
current wilderness areas 
which is planned for Aug, 18, 
If there is no moratorium 
on this sale, there will be 
mineral development within 
the boundaries of wilderness 
areas, meaning that they can 
no longer be considered wil- 
derness, he said. 

The brief is as follows: 


Gentlemen: 

Thank you for the oppor= 
tunity to express our views 
on the proposed wilderness 
act, This is the first time I 
can recall Albertans being 
publicly invited to comment 
on proposed legislation be- 
fore its passage, and we do

appreciate the opportunity, 

We definitely approve of 
the Bill 106 in principle, 
However there are some 
areas which give cause for 
concern, In this brief I shall 
talk first of areas where 
Bill 106 should provide 
stronger protection for our 
wilderness areas, 

Secondly, I will suggest a 
few potential wilderness 
areas, 

Tostly, the penalties pres- 
cribed under the Act require 
some comment, 

Regarding protection for 
the sanctity of wilderness 
areas, we feel that any boun- 
dary changes must require 
passage before legislature, 
Orders in council are not 
good enough, Every Albertan 
feels a sense of ownership 
of park and wilderness 


areas, and to dispose of that 
real estate of his behind the 
closed. door of a cabinet 
meeting iS” undemocratic at 
best. Sections 3-1 and 5-C 
must be changed to ensure 
debate in legislature, 

Next, the Act allows for 
the possibility of some min- 
eral development, pipeline 
construction and_ possibly 
dam building, This is totally 
incompatible with the wilde 
erness concept, No comm- 
ercial operation is accept- 
able, Such timber removal 
and renewable resource har- 
vesting as is required for 
good management should be 
done by Lands and Forests 
personnel, The past record 
of corporations and private 
citizens is not good enough 
to risk allowing their entry 
for commercial reasons, 


Parks Supt. says 
check for blight 


Parks Superintendent John 
Beedle suggests that St, Alb- 
ert and district residents 
check apple, crabapple and 
mountain ash trees for evi- 
dence of fireblight, 

The parks department has 
received the following bulle- 
tin from the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture:

many apple, crabapple and 
mountain ash trees in cen- 
tral Alberta been infected 
with fireblight, 

Dave Stelfox, supervisor 
of the Alberta department of 
agriculture’s crop clinic in 
Edmonton, explains that 
rapid wilting and browning 
of leaf clusters are usually 
the main symptoms at this 
time of year, Fruit may be- 
come discolored and shrive- 


led and a sticky substance 
sometimes appears on 


blackened, infected leaftiss- 
ues and branch tips, If left 
unattended, the infection tra- 
vels under the bark towards 
the tree trunk, Once it reach- 
es the trunk, there is little, 
if any, hope of saving the tree 

When weather conditions 
are right, sporadic out- 
breaks of fireblight usually 
occur at blossom time in 
June, However, this year, as 
in 1966 when similar weath- 
er conditions prevailed, a 
full-scale outbreak of new 
infections appears to be un- 
derway. This present out- 
break could carry on through 
August, as was the case four 
years ago, Mr, Stelfox points 
out that although crabapple 
and mountain ash trees 
usually bear the brunt of a 
fireblight outbreak, coton- 
easter, hawthorn, saskatoon, 
plum and apricot shrubs and 
trees may also become dis- 
eased, 

He recommends carefully 
pruning out the diseased 
wood in infected trees to 
prevent the infection from 
spreading to the main brane 
ches and the trunk, Be sure 
to dip the pruning shears in 
a liquid disinfectant alter 
each damaged portion has 
been removed. Carelessly 
handled cutting tools can 
spread fireblight bacteria 
very rapidly indeed, 

Mr, Stelfox also advises 
Spraying nearby susceptible 
trees that are still uninfect- 
ed at intervals with a Bor. 
deaux mix or one ofthe com. 
mercial antibiotics prepared 
for this purpose fe points 
out that one infected tree in 
a city block can infect all 
Susceptible trees for at least 
a block in all directions. 

Anyone wishing further ine 
formation on fireblight is 
asked to call the parks de« 
partment at town hall, 599- 
6601, 


Any existing leases or com- 
mitments in any wilderness 
area should be purchased or 
expropriated by the Crown. 

Further, the Act should 
provide for the establish- 
ment of buffer areas of limie 
ted resource development 
around those wilderness 
areas likely to be seriously 
threatened by their nearness 
to concentrated activity. For 
example, a wilderness esta- 
blished to protect denning 
areas of the Swan Hills griz- 
zly would be a waste if it 
were ringed with gas plants, 

Regarding areas suitable 
for establishment under the 
Act, we are mostly concere 
ned with having some guare 
anteed wilderness, The spe= 
cific areas designated are 
less important to us, How= 
ever might we suggest for 
openers the current Will- 
more Wilderness Park, Siff- 
leur Wilderness, White Goat 
Wilderness, and an area 
where the Swan Hills grizze 
lies live, 

Regarding penalties under 
the Act, we have two comm- 
ents, All fines should be in 
addition to the costs of ree 
storing or cleaning up after 
the infraction, Also, the pen 
alties for corporations are 
but a slap on the hand until 
the third conviction. May we 
suggest $1,000 to $5,000 for 
first offense and $5,000 to 
$10,000 for second offense, 

Until the new wilderness 
act is passed in the legis- 
lature, there should be a 
moratorium on the sale of 
natural resource leases in 
areas of concern. We feel 
that any infringements of 
this nature in proposed or 
established wilderness 
areas must be discouraged, 
It is much cheaper to pre-

vent development than to un+= 
do it later, 

In summary, wilderness 
areas must be established 
and altered only on the floor 
of the assembly. They must 
be inviolate; no commercial 


use is acceptable, There 
should be a provision for 
buffer areas around the wil- 
derness where necessary, 
All lease and license sales 
for likely areas should be 
temporarily suspended. 
Lastly, the penalties 
Should include restoration 


costs, and should be stiff- 
ened for corporations on 
first and second offenses, 

In conclusion may I say 
that this province can ge 
proud of taking the lead in 
exposing the mercury men- 
ace, This took courage; the 
type that will be necessary 
to provide wilderness legis= 
lation acceptable to Albert- 
ans,
